THE N.\NAIM() DISASTER. 

Tlio inmouiicemeiit in our inaiio of yoa- 
borday of tho milling ili.sastor at Nanainio 
caused a general feeling (if griof through- 
out tho city. .Siiioo liio 0X1)1(1/11011 at tlie 
Wellington niine.s in ,11010, 1884, beyond 
a few individual iiccidenta, there has boon 
a freodoui fi-om diaaHtor in tho ooal mines 
of tlio island, 'i'hu teniblo cat^stroidio of 
Tueaday evening i.s without parallel in the 
history of the I'acitic Coast, and ns yet it 
is hard to realize that probably 
over one hundred and fifty hunuin 
beings have been .siiddoiily coiiaigii- 
ed to an awful de.ith in tho bowels 
of tho earth. The aeeidorit uceurred at a 
time when tlieru was likely to bo a large 
nunibcjr <if miners engaged at work, and 
the heavy mortnlity ia the result. Worda 
ar» weak to oxpreas the deep sorrow tlmt 
is felt on all sides for tho unfortunate 
aullerer.i by this uiiexpuctod calamity. 
There is acaicely 11 homo in Nanaiino 
which is nut in inoiirning to-iiiglit over tho 
loss of some loved (Uio, and the city 
is literally iiiuuniiiig in Backclotli and 
ashes. Already bj' resolution of tho 
council, a practical sympathy with the 
bereaved lias been oxpresacJ by rendering 
available for relief, if iieco-saiiry, the sum 
of one thoiis.'uid dollars. ijo .soon as an 
intiiiuition ia given we feel sure that Vic- 
toria's eiti/.ens will aujiplonient this 
anil ■unt by generous Kubacriptiona, bo that 
thoso wlw have been doprivod of tins 
bread winners may receive at least tempor- 
ary relief from pressing necessity. For 
some tinio the Coal market ima been de- 
pressed, and it wa.s only within the past 
couple of nioutlis tliat it had 
brightened, rendering it jiossible for tho 
company to give full hours to their om- 
ployds, and the accident i(, on this account 
nil the iiKirci keenly felt. What causes led 
to tiio explosion of the tiro-dami) are un- 
known. Great prec.uition has always 
been observed to prevent such an occur- 
rence. Thuso who have been rescued so 
far are onable to give any information on 
ithe matter, and, while it seems like hop- 
ing against hope, it will only bo after the 
tire has been extinguialiod, the 
water pumped out, and those wlio 
may yet leinain alive rescued, 
thai tiie factH of the case will 
bo learned. A searching enquiry will 
n« ' doubt be made. Hon. J. Robson, 
miniator of mines, i)roceeds to Nanaimo 
to-day, in order that the governiiiont may 
persoindly lie informed of what steps are 
iiecossjiry fortlieni to follow, and to what 
extent pecuniary assistance may bu nouded. 
In the ■ meantime, tho city of Nanaimo 
and its people have the heartfelt sym- 
pathy of Victoria, and anything and 
everything that can be done to lighten tho 
heavy blow will be gladly accorded them.

THE NIHILISTS. 

Tile St. James Clazette : it is generally 
believed that tho recent and persistent at- 
tempts (jf tho nihilists to murder the czar 
must liave a great influeneo upon his iioli- 
ciea; though there ia imt niiieh iigreenieiit 
as to how these jiolioioH are likely to he 
aflocted. But amongst tho sigHH and por- 
tents in Russia, the most signilicant ia not 
tho revival of nihilist assasainivtion plotji. 
Wo have been told a liundred times, on 
authority of various kinds, that the nihil- 
ists are but a Imndful after all; that, dan 
goroua aa they tiro from their desperate 
fanaticism, their nuinberauru ([iiito incon- 
siderable. That may or may not be so. 
Our own opinion is Umt the nihilist creed 
is attractive to more men and women than 
either the friends or foea of Russia are 
disposed to believe. But what wo liavo 
now to remark is, that, supposing nihil- 
ism to bo littlo morn than an assassination 
club, what aro wo to iiiako of tlio news 
that four hundred and eighty-two otlicers 
of tho Russian army iiavo juat lieeii taken 
to Odessa under inilitJiry escort / Before 
this rojiort came in wo hoard that many 
otlicers bad boon arrested, nnd there wore 
whispers of a consjiiraey aiiumgat tho up- 
per classes of society th.U, had nolbiiig to 
do with nihilism and no sympathy at all 
with assassmation. But, four hundred 
and eighty-two ofBoers, under arrest at 
ono time! Can it tie true I Yes, of course, 
it can bo true, because in Uussia the army 
plays an intinit ely larger part in ])olities 
than it does el.siiwhere in Kiii-iipo, and 
whenever there is any real revolut ionary 
movement afoot in tho czar'a dominions 
the officers of tho anny will certainly bo 
found in it by tho hundred. But h this 
news trno y Wo confess we doubt it at 
present. In all likelihood the imniborof 
ollicera uiuler arrest has lieeii exaggerat- 
ed; or tho police have been blindly seiz- 
ing upon men liere and there, as they 
generally' do after .111 atteiiipt has been 
made on tho oinper<M''s life. But suppos- 
ing tho story to be true, or suiiiiosing that 
tlie i:/,ar himself believes that nearly live 
liunilred of his ollicors have had to bo ar- 
rested for conspiracy, then has he matter 
for rutlection far more serious than an- 
other elFort on the part of a. [lolitical mur- 
der club to "remove" him fmni the world. 
Widespread must be tho tire where tluu e 
is 80 much smoke as this. When army 
olhcora by the hundred are diseovorud in 
conspiracy against the slate, the danger 
must be groat indued; and the symptoma 
are such as pohit with commanduig eni- 
jiliasis to the usual remedy — which is war. 

IMM10RA.NT8 from eveiy part of Europe 
— Ireland, Germany, Italy, England, Rus- 
sia, Spain, France and other countriea — 
aro pmiring into X(^w York at the rate of 
2000 a day, but our iioighliors are not aa 
happy over this rapid iiiei-eaKc of their 
population as they wore wont to he Home 
years ago. They hikve begun to realize 
that a portion of this tide carries pauper- 
ism and anarchy with it — two evUs that 
liave already a sufficient foothold in 
America. 

Thk latost addition to Mu? .Vmerican 
boodle colony in Canada is a woman, a 
Mrs. Howe, the aiiccess of whime ojiera- 
tions is an evidence of how easy it is to 
gull «ven aeiiaiblo persons when an appeal 
ia made to their cupidity. Mrs. liowe 
tirst ajipearod some years ago as the man- 
ager of what she called a woman's bank, 
in Boston. She iiromised extraurdinary 
rates of interest, wlii(;li jiaid for a time, 
living all the while in tho best style. Then 
she failed, after squandering a (juartor of 
a million of money, and spent the next 
three years of her life in the houso of cor- 
rection for criminals. When she got out 
she set herself to catch another lot of fools 
baiting her hook with an offer of 7 per 
cent, per month interest on deposits, paid 
always in advance. Money flowed in to 
the extent of ^150,000, part of which she 
exiiendod in paying the exorbitmt rato 
mentioned, part she Hiiuandt^red in lii'^li 
living, and then .slie staiteil for Canada 
with S.^O.OOO in her pn.sHessioii. Her 
dupes are mostly woi kiiiL,' women, whose 
ignorance of Inisiiiess mellioils ami jmssi- 
bilities allowed them to believe the exti a- 
ordinaiy. stories which WfSre told to them, 
and who did not know that money, like 
evorytliiiig elsi;, has its value, iiiid th.at 
whoever oilers more than that for its u.se 
should be looked upon us unsafe, and 
steadfastly avoided.

INSOLVK.VCV AND .MORTGAGES. 

Mr. I'i(l'.;.ir's insolven(y bill, introduced 
at Ottawa, (inn ides .simply for the dis- 
charge of insolvents upon tho l>ay- 
ment of curUun proportions of their in- 
debtedness. It does not deal at all with 
the methods of dividing assets, nor does 
it provide for the appointment of assign- 
ees, these iuaLl(H-s Inting left to the opera- 
tion of tho provincial laws. Tho dis- 
charges, which an; to be given by tliu 
county judges after examiiuition into tho 
atl'aira of tho debtor, aro to, be regulated 
thiis; iWhen an estate hits paid two-thirds 
of its indebfiodnoss, tho insolvent may bo 
dia(!hai'g('<l on a vote of the majority of the 
creditors; when an estate has paid one- 
tliiril of its indelitcdness tliii insoh-ent may 
bo tliacliarged by eoiisenl of two-lhirda of 
tho creditors; when an (ist^ito has paid lesa 
than oiie-tliird of its imlehtedness the dis- 
charge may be granted if t hree-foiirths of 
tlio oroilitol'M havi! consented toil. A dis- 
charge, liowt.-ver,is not l,o he granted unless 
tlio insolvent has aalisfactorily accounted 
f(jr tho failure of, nor ia to be allowed if it 
is shown that tho insolvent has lieon ox- 
trtivagant in his expenses or reckless in 
becoming surety for others. Similiirly 
there is to bono discharge where tho luisi- 
ncHS has been miscoiiiluetiid, where debts 
ii.'ivu been ineuri-ed without reasoriablo ex- 
poct-ition of paying them, and where tho 
business baa been ciiiitinued after the in- 
solvent had reason to know Uiab ^e could 
not carry on. Where the botjks have been 
nogligently kept tho dischargo is to bo 
suspended for live years. Any discharge 
given is not to relieve the insolviuit of any 
didit' incurred hy false representations to 
tho creditois oi- any damage rci.stdting from 
lawsuits arising out of viohition of thu law. 
. Notice of au important hill amonding the 
mortgage law has boon given by Mr. 
ftrcMiilleii. The tirst amendment ])ro- 
viiles that- a lii'st mortgagee cannot com- 
nienco jiroiuHMlings without notifying tho 
second moi'tg.'tg(!e and giving him tliirty 
days in wliicli to consider whutiior lie will 
purchaau the tirst mortgage or not. Tliis 
provision is designed to save the second 
niortgiigoo tho costs to which the hrijt 
mortgagee by ivroceeding at once to foru- 
closo is Hiibjooteil. Many of t lie hmii coni- 
panioK declino to assign a lii-st mortgage to 
a second niortgagoo on tho ground that 
tlieir charters givu tbom no such authority. 
It is jiropomiil to confer the authority 
thorn by thi.s bill. A'further proposal is 
that a njortyageo shall be oompolled to
